W ashington. July 27.—Italy will bt

zation papers have beep form ally issued j 
to him. 
Of course, the state departm ent will 
pursue the regular legal course for as­ 
certaining all the facts in connection 
w ith the lynching, and there will doubt­ 
less be considerable diplom atic corres­ 
pondence between the two countries 
before the incident is closed. 
The stats 
departm ent officials 
appreciate 
that 
there is no escape from the paym ent of 
the indem nity. 
No direct demand ha* 
yet been made by Italy, but there hat 
been broad hints dropped in th at di­ 
rection. 
The departm ent s rulings on the point 
of citizenship have not alw ays been uni­ 
form. 
Secretary Olney in his negotia­ 
tions w ith Ambassador Fava, in regard 
to the H ahnville lynching case, origi­ 
nally took the ground th at when an 
alien had applied for citizenship he was 
to all intents and purposes an American 
citizen and th at he had no claim for pro­ 
tection from his native country. He did 
not in w riting change this, but the fact J 
th a t he recommended the paym ent of 
indem nity, although done as a friendly 
act. is considered a pretty good indica­ 
tion th at his view-8 had changed. 
A ppreciating th at an adherernce to 
the ruling originally made by Secretary 
Olney m ight corno back to plague ths 
U nited States, the authorities have de­ 
term ined to hold th at an alien does not 
become a citizen of the United States 
until naturalization papers have been 
form ally issued to him.

out th at if aliens who have declar­ 
ed their intention of becoming American 
citizens should return to any foreign 
country the U nited States could not 
properly refuse them a passport and 
protection in case they got into any 
ti ou hie.

W ashington, 
July 27. — The 
H a­ 
waiian islands have been most vio­ 
lently shaken by an earthquake and 
M auna Loa, on Hawaii, continues in 
eruption 
The damage done by the 
earthquake 
amounted 
probably 
to 
$50,000. 
The news was brought by the steamer 
Port Albert, nine days from Honolulu. 
Many excursion steamers are daily leav­ 
ing Honolulu loaded with people who 
are anxious to see the volcanic display. 
There are two stream s of lava, one on 
the Kau side, and if this continues to 
flow the government road between Pan- 
alulu and the volcano botel will be 
obliterated. 
The lava is flowing in 
much tho same course as did the flow 
of 1881. 
The other stream is making 
tow ard Hiloui. 
W hat course the lava will take when 
it reaches the plateau between the two 
m ountains cannot be determined. 
A 
slight elevation in the way of it may 
divide its course to Kau or Hilo, though 
old timers on the island believe it will 
follow the course of the flow of 1851. 
The flow is from an elevation of between 
12,000 and 14,000 feet. 
The eruption of 
1852 lasted five months; those of 1857. 
1859 and 1880 four months and th at of 
1881 about eight months. 
K ilauea has also been exhibiting signs ; 
of an outbreak, although authorities de­ 
clare th at there is no connection between 
the two volcanoes, 
The sea had been acting strangely 
around Honolulu for several days before 
the eruption and the earthquakes oc­ 
curred, although there was no rough 
weather. 
It was a choppy sea and m a­ 
riners say th at it was caused by vol­ 
canic influences. 
Natives Ashing a t the 
K aalualu report th a t there have been 
several waves along the coast duiing the 
last month, some of which were large 
enough to upset their canoes. 
On the evening of Ju ly 13 an ex­ 
plosion shook the earth for a distance 
of 25 miles around the m ountain and a 
num ber of houses were demolished. 
The earthquake 
shock 
was 
o n ly : 
slightly felt in Honolulu, and compar- < 
atively little damage was done in the 
city. 
People residing w ithin a radius of 50 
miles of the volcano are fleeing to safer , 
parts, and the country around is practi- j 
rally deserted.
